Applicants acknowledge receipt of the Office Action mailed July 8, 2008 in 
connection with the above-identified application. With the enclosed petition for a 
two-month extension of time, this response is timely as it is being filed on or before 
October 8, 2008. 

In response to the Office Action, imposing a restriction requirement between 
the claims of Group I (claims 1-2, 4-14, 16, and 18-23), Group II (claims 1-3, 5-14, 
16-17, and 19-23), and Group III (claims 15 and 24), applicants hereby elect the 
claims of Group I (claims 1-2, 4-14, 16, and 18-23) with traverse. Applicants further 
elect the following species: osteoporosis. Claims 1-5, 7-14, 16, 18-19, and 21-23 read 
on the elected species.

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement in part because they submit that 
the claims of Groups I and II can be examined together. Group I includes all of the 
claims within Group II except for claims 3 and 17, each of which relate specifically to 
stimulation of bone formation. It is not believed that searching these additional two 
claims will impose a significant burden. Moreover, applicants note that the examples 
detailed in the specification show the simultaneous inhibition of bone resorption and 
stimulation of bone formation by oleuropein. This is an additional reason why 
Groups I and II should be examined together.
